Allandale Outside - Allandale Gardeners can Garden in the Winter 


Faye L Holland 


t was about 85 degrees at the end of 

November. Who knows what December 
will bring us, weather-wise. After all, we 
did have our first freeze in October! 
Regardless, it is always good to plan for the 
cold weather that might come. 

Protect your plants from hard freezes by 
covering them with old sheets or special 
sunlight-permeable garden bed covering 
cloth. Make sure to weigh down whatever 
cloth you use, or pin it with clothespins if 
the plants are upright. A strong wind can 
blow it away, making it not helpful at all. 
Plastic sheeting is not very helpful at

retaining heat, plus any part of the plant 
that touches the plastic might freeze. One 
can also cover plants with hay or straw to 
keep heat close to the plant. Our ground 
doesn’t usually freeze, and is a good source 
of warmth in a garden, as long as you 
monitor how long the freeze is. A large 
bucket of water under the cloth or near 
plants that you are trying to protect will 
keep them warmer because water will hold 
heat longer than the air. 

Also, make sure that your plants are not 
stressed in any other way before the freeze. 
Check to make sure that they have enough 
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water and are healthy. “Adding 10% mois- 
ture to the top six inches of soil increases 
heat-holding capacity by 50%” (Travis 
County Master Gardeners Guide). Anoth- 
er thing to do is put the incandescent 
twinkle lights (not the LED lights) under 
the sheet to add extra heat. This has 
worked well for my three-year-old Meyer 
lemon tree. If you are using another light 
bulb as a heat source, be very careful to 
avoid a fire risk. If you are really worried 
about a plant, do a combination of protec- 
tion methods. It is important to remember

She believed in the 
promise we, as environmental- 
ists, must make to our chil- 
dren, and she willingly 
embraced the responsibility to 
work for a better world. Phyllis 
was never single-issue, always 
heavily involved with the 
health and well-being of her 
Allandale neighborhood.” 

Active in local politics as a 
precinct chair for the Demo- 
cratic Party, and in the Austin 
Women’s Political Caucus, 
Phyllis attended several Texas 
state and county conventions 
and was a delegate at the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention. 
In 2009 she served as president 
of Westminster Health Care 
Center’s Resident Council. 

Phyllis passed away on Sep- 
tember 25, 2019, at the age of 
87, after raising a daughter, Deborah Gail 
Brinkley, in Allandale with her husband, 
Bob, and teaching in Austin Independent 
School District at Baker Elementary and 
Lamar Middle School from 1954-1984. 

Born Phyllis Maurine Rand on Decem- 
ber 11, 1931, in Deadwood, South 
Dakota, her family moved to Jacksonville, 
Texas, in 1933, where she graduated from 
Jacksonville High School, and attended 
her first two years of college at Lon Mor- 
ris College and Stephen F. Austin State 
College. She received a Bachelor of Sci- 
ence Degree in Education in 1953 from 
the University of Texas at Austin and 
later, a Master’s Degree in Education and 
Certification in Counseling and Supervi- 
sion from Southwest Texas State. 

After moving to Austin, Phyllis joined 
the First United Methodist Church and 
married Bob Brinkley, a Korean War vet- 
eran also from Jacksonville, Texas. Family, 
church, and community were important 
to Phyllis. She loved the outdoors and 
nature, photography and history. She and 
Bob canoed and camped in Texas, Mon- 
tana, Colorado, Idaho, Wyoming, Alaska, 
and Canada. She was an avid reader and 
bird-watcher, swam at Barton Springs for 
30 years, and boated with family and 
friends on the Highland Lakes. 
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Phyllis and Bob, married for 56 years, 
lived all of their adult lives in Austin. 
They were long-time Texas Longhorn 
fans. Phyllis was a supporting member of 
the Austin Ballet, Austin Lyric Opera, 
and Chamber Soloist of Austin. Her 
favorite theaters were Live Oak, Austin 
Playhouse, Broadway Across America at 
Bass Performing Arts Center, Hyde Park, 
Austin Alliance, State and Paramount 
Theaters, Zachary Scott, the Long Center 
for the Performing Arts, and the Armadil- 
lo World Headquarters.

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to remove the sheets, coverings, and lights 
when the weather warms up. It is not good 
for the plants to be covered for long peri- 
ods of time. 

Even with the best protection, some 
plants will not handle any freeze and will 
need to be brought inside to survive. Aus- 
tin is in a different growing zone than 
Houston or San Antonio, and some plants 
that will do well there wont be able to 
handle our freezes. Plants that you might 
want to protect are non-native palms, cit- 
rus, and vegetables. Also, observe your 
yard for microclimates. Microclimates can 
change the temperature of parts of your 
yard by a few degrees. When we hover 
around 32 degrees, these can make a big 


difference in plant survival. Microclimates 
could be because of a localized water 
source, the direction of wind, or how close 
the plants are to the house or a large tree. 
All of these factors will affect how freezing 
temperatures can change in your yard. 
Different plants react in different ways 
to low temperatures, and it is not always 
possible to determine the survival of every- 
thing in your garden. Some vegetable 
plants, including broccoli, kale, and carrots 
might do well without any protection. Last 
year, despite covering my Sago palms in 
my north-facing yard, they were damaged 
by a freeze. They looked super funny, but I 
trimmed off all of the dead fronds and 


waited to see if they would recover. They

did! Some plants will obviously be dead 
after a freeze. With other plants it might 
be worth waiting until spring to see if they 
sprout back. 

Even though it does freeze, we are lucky 
here in central Texas, because we can grow 
many plants in winter. According to the 
Travis County Master Gardeners Guide, 
lettuce, radish, and spinach can be grown 
in December. In January, there are many 
other winter weather vegetable choices. I 
would recommend trying artichoke as an 
ornamental, and growing some sugar peas 
because they are delicious. Despite the 
cold, winter is an exciting time to garden 
in central Texas! 3 
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BUG OFF! Excluding Pests

hen the weather turns towards 

autumn and leads into winter, many 
pests start looking for a cozy place, which 
can often lead them inside your home. By 
performing a thorough inspection, you can 
locate areas where these pests may enter, 
and stop them before they become a prob- 
lem. 

Inside the home, look around doors and 
windows, and if you see light around them 
it’s a sign there isn’t a good seal and weath- 
er stripping should be replaced. Inspect the 
attic for holes or entry points for small 
mammals such as rats, mice, and squirrels. 
Attic vents should be covered with stainless 
steel screening to block animals from 
entering. Outside, inspect the perimeter of 
the home for cracks and crevices in the 
foundation that should be sealed. Locate 
pipe and wire penetrations that enter the 
structure, and seal areas that allow pests to 
enter. 


Ideas on how to exclude 

pests from your home: 

= Trim back or prune any 
trees and shrubs that 
touch or overhang the 
home. 

"Seal pipe and wire pene- 
trations with copper 
mesh, sealant, or expanding foam. 

= Replace weather stripping around 
doors and windows if there is not a 
good seal. 

"Repair or replace damaged window 
screens. 

= For homes with brick or stone facades, 
stuff weep holes with copper mesh. 

= Clean debris from gutters to reduce 
harborage areas for pests. 

= Inspect all furniture, boxes, and bags 
for pests before carrying them into the 
home. 

"Inspect all plants for insect pests 


before bringing them into the home. 

=" Do not store firewood inside the 
home, against outside walls, or near 
doors. 

= Use sheet metal, hardware cloth, or 
steel wool to seal any areas where ani- 
mals have chewed to enter the home, 
making sure the animal is not in the 
home or you'll seal it inside!

Id Thousand, a hip Chinese restau- 

rant on East 11th Street, announced 
that it would open an outpost in the space 
recently occupied by Noble Sandwich Co. 
on Burnet Road. Sunrise Mini-Mart 
announced plans to open a natural wine 
and tapas bar next door on West Anderson 
Lane in the spot East Side Pies recently 
vacated. We'll soon have a closer source for 
Elgin sausage when Southside Market & 
Barbeque opens on NoNoBu (north, 
north Burnet) in the Shops at Arbor Walk. 
Sadly, Cielo closed this past October. 
Although the space was louder than an 
angry divorce, the food and margaritas 
were first rate. Also closing is Doc’s 
Motorworks at 38th Street and Medical 
Parkway. 

We're still waiting for Honest Mary’s, 
Tony C’s, Tea Amo, Pho Saigon, and 
Happy Chicks to open, although the 
Happy Chicks space on Burnet Road is 
making progress. And be careful parking 
near the food trailer park on Burnet: social 
media channels are reporting cars receiving 
$100 boots at Longhorn Trophies. 

Austin’s (ahem) second-best restaurant 


reviewer (Matt Odam at the Austin Ameri- 
can-Statesman) released his annual best-of 
list and included Barley Swine (#7), Le 
Bleu (#21), Bufalina (#26), Eldorado 
(#42), and Veracruz All Natural (#44). 
Too late to make it into his Top 50 list, he 
recently gave dipdipdip tatsu-ya a 9/10 
rating, surely earning it a top-10 spot next 
year. Austin Monthly included dipdipdip 
as one of its best new restaurants of the 
year. Texas Monthly gave dipdipdip and 
Rosedale Bar+Kitchen two-star reviews. 
The Austin Chronicles Readers’ Poll listed 
dipdipdip as the best new restaurant, Jack 
Allen’s Kitchen as the best weekend 
brunch, JuiceLand as the best juice/ 
smoothie, Hopdoddy Burger Bar as the 
best burger, Torchy’s Tacos as the best 
tacos, and Amy’s as the best ice cream. 
CultureMap Austin included The 
Peached Tortilla and Rosedale 
Bar+Kitchen as two of the “7 High-End 
Austin Restaurants with Cheap Burgers at 
Happy Hour.” The Thrillest listed The 
Peached Tortilla, Lala’s, Barley Swine, 
Bufalina Due, Yard Bar, and Pinthouse 
Pizza as part of their “Best Happy Hours 
in Austin.” The 
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purple-pilled peo- 
ple at Eater Austin 
listed Brentwood 
Social House and 
Upper Crust Bak- 
ery as part of “Aus- 
tins 25 Outstand- 
ing Bakeries,” The 
Peached Tortilla 
and Haru Ramen 
& Yakitori as part 
of “Where to Find 
Great Bowls of 
Ramen in Austin,” 
Rosedale

In a sign of the times, Barley Swine and 
Emmer+Rye announced that they were 
the first two restaurants in Austin to be 
certified as carbon neutral. And with a 
splash of redemption, Philip Speer’s new 
place, Comedor, located downtown in a 
Kundig-designed space, was named one of 
the best new restaurants in the U.S. by 
Esquire (and ranked #6 in town by the sec- 
ond-best restaurant reviewer in town). 
Speer, if you recall, opened the before-its- 
time Bonhomie on Burnet Road. 


The Peached Tortilla 

Eric Silverstein quit lawyering in the 
Midwest, moved to Austin, and opened 
The Peached Tortilla food truck in 2010, 
slinging up Southern-Asian comfort food. 
“Hmmmm...” you may be hnmmming: 
“Southern. Asian. Silverstein?” However, 
this is home cooking for Silverstein, who 
was raised by a Chinese-American mother 
and a Jewish-American father in Tokyo 
and Atlanta. Since he opened his trailer in 
2010, the Peached empire has grown to 
include brick-and-mortar on Burnet Road 
in 2014, the Peached Social House in 
2016, a spot at the airport in 2018, and 
Bar Peached and a cookbook in 2019. The 
menus feature BBQ, Japanese, Korean, 
and Southern dishes, sometimes alone, but 
often fused to a fun and tasty effect. 
Matched with the food are delicious con- 
coctions conjured by the resident mixolo- 
gist Kevin Kok. 

The Burnet Road brick-n-mortar is cozy 
but bright and cheery with a southern vibe 
spiced with pops of orange and yellow. 
Waitstaff are friendly and helpful, especial- 
ly with the more inventive dishes that 
require some instruction. The cocktails are 
about flavor rather than impressing you 
with a list of ingredients you've never 
heard of before. Take, for example, the 
excellent Margarita de Peached (habanero- 
infused tequila, Thai basil, Cointreau, and 
lime juice; $9, $6hh): it’s a well-made mar- 
garita with enough habanero to let you 
know it’s there. A friend swears their gin 
and tonic is the best in town, a smokey- 
colored gin topped with housemade tonic

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($8). The Hill Country Snakebite (Fire- 
man’s #4 draft, Eastciders original dry 
cider, and blackberry liqueur; $8) is a deli- 
cious Central Texas version of a shandy. 
The Bump and Run (gin, lemon juice, 
blueberries, and brut; $10) is also a fun 
and tasty gulp. 

The Peached Tortilla divides its dinner 
menu into greens, plates, street-to-table, 
and shareables (plus a full page of dietary 
restrictions options). The Asian Pear Miso 
Salad (baby kale and mixed greens, over- 
night pear kimchi, radish duo, herbs, miso 
pear vinaigrette; $9) is healthy, tasty, and 
highly Instagrammable. If you're feeling 
more southern, there’s the savory Charred 
Brussels (with bacon jam, Parmesan, and 
lemon oil; $8) to enjoy with a cocktail. Less 
green appetizers are under Plates, including 
one of our favorites, the unusual Mom’s 
Toast (chopped shrimp, ground pork, 
gochujang chili sauce, and fresh herbs; $8), 
a piece of toast coated in the ingredients 
above and pan-fried into an exotic Wiener- 
schnitzel. The Pork Belly Buns (Vietnamese 
braised pork belly, green onions, cucum- 
bers, Chinese BBQ sauce; $9) are another 
popular choice (sub-able with fried tofu). 
The bar has a different menu than the din- 
ing room, but if you are extra sweet, you 
can order the Blistered Shishito Peppers 
(with kewpie mayo and salt; $5). The 
bride, who knows Shishito from Shinola, 
says these are the best in town. 

Street-to-table features street food, 
including tacos (pick three of Banh Mi, 
Brisket, or Crunchy Fish; $13) and the 
Japajam Burger (tomato jam, 6 oz. all-beef 
patty, pepper jack cheese, fried egg, tempu- 
ra onion strings, and Chinese BBQ sauce 
with fries; $13). Shareables are main cours- 
es, such as the Dan Dan Noodles (five- 
spice pork, chili peanut sauce, and cucum- 
bers; $14) and the fiery slurp-it-to-the-last- 
drop Malaysian Laksa Bowl (poached 
shrimp, tonkatsu noodles, curry seafood 
broth, bean sprouts, and 45-minute egg; 
$14). For dessert one evening, we enjoyed 
the Asian Movie Night (popcorn ice cream 
made exclusive for Peached by Amy’s, 
Asian caramel, and rice puffs; $8), a salty- 
savory-sweet way to end the evening. 

The Peached Tortilla has a low-key, 
friendly atmosphere meant for sharing

Consistent with the Chipot- 
lification of ethnic food, you 
can build your own pho and 
bun (although the magic hap- 
pens behind walls instead of 
behind sneeze-guards), but 
you can also order pre- 
designed dishes, which is what 
we tend to do. During the 
summer, we order bun (vermi- 
celli) bowls, essentially pho 
without broth. I’ve had the Ga 
Thit Trang Nuong (chicken 
breast with rice vermicelli, 
chopped lettuce, pickled car- 
rots, cucumbers, cabbage, 
green onions, and fish sauce; 
$9.50) and the Suon Nuong 
(same as above but with five- 
spice pork chops; $9.75). Both 
proteins were nicely grilled, 
although something of a strug- 
gle to pull apart during the 
meal, since they are partially 
sliced. 

With cold weather upon us, 
we stopped in and ordered a 
Pho Chin (brisket with classic 
slow-cooked broth, pho rice 
noodles, red and green onion, 
cilantro and a side of sprouts, 
Thai basil, jalapenos, and 
limes; $8.50) and Pho Ga (the

chicken). They quickly 
warmed our bellies as we 
slurped to the bottom of the 
large bowls. For me, hot 
sauce is key to pho and bun, 
and PhoNatic supplies the 
standard tableside Sriracha, 
but they also provide an 
amazing house-made fire 
sauce that is flavorful and 
capable of bubbling the paint 
off of a 1976 Ford LTD. 

One drag about pho and 
bun is that they are a mess to 
eat (at least for this gringo);

hose of us in Allandale are probably 

aware that our homes sit on expan- 
sive clay soil, which makes our founda- 
tions prone to shifting. This can result in 
what a friend of mine affectionately refers 
to as “Allandale cracks” in the walls. As a 
real estate professional, when I’m walking 
a house, I’m attuned to potential trouble 
spots. Years of experience have taught me 
what to look for. It starts as I walk up to 
a house and notice if the driveway is 
cracked or has dropped away from the 
garage, which is a sign of soil movement. 
My eyes scan for mortar cracks in brick- 
work. I also look for patched concrete on 
the driveway and front porch, which is an 
indicator of previous foundation repairs. 
Once inside, I am looking for wall cracks 
and floor tile cracks, and I can sense a 
sloping floor that might warrant investi- 
gation. 

If you have concerns about your foun- 
dation shifting, it’s common that you 
might call in a foundation company to 
evaluate your house for free. One thing to 
keep in mind is while a foundation repair 
is an expensive undertaking — I’ve seen 


them cost anywhere from $3,000 to

$30,000 — the repair is only a part of the 
overall cost of the process. The cost of the 
repair itself must be considered, but often 
numerous ancillary costs come into the 
picture. For example, sometimes wallboard 
problems occur as a house is leveled, 
impacting plumbing and flooring, or the 
process of leveling a foundation can take a 
significant toll on landscaping. These hid- 
den costs could be scary, but might end up 
being completely avoidable with expert- 
level due diligence. 

Recently, I was involved in a real estate 
transaction where a foundation company 
was the first party to assess the foundation 
and gave a $10,000 repair bid. Foundation 
companies are perfectly legitimate and 
indispensable businesses that I work with 
on a regular basis; however, its their mis- 
sion to fix foundations and make them as 
level as possible—not necessarily to assess 
whether a foundation actually needs repair 
in order to maintain the structural integri- 
ty of the home. 

For that, you need a structural engineer, 
and that’s the first call I make when I sus- 
pect foundation problems. 

A licensed structural engineer has the

training, expertise and experience to deter- 
mine whether a foundation is indeed in 
need of repair. That is something you 
absolutely want to determine before drop- 
ping thousands of dollars on a fix. The 
engineer will come in, take measurements, 
and make a thorough assessment before 
making a call as to whether the foundation 
repair is warranted. 

And guess what? Hiring an engineer 
costs about $600. Compare that to diving 
headfirst into a $10,000 repair. It’s a no- 
brainer! 

Another no-brainer is that our neigh- 
borhood is amazing, and the October real 
estate numbers from the Austin Board of 
Realtors back that up. Over the last 12 
months, Allandale home prices averaged 
out at $690,435. That's up from $638,635 
in 2018 and from $623,690 in 2017. 
Meanwhile, the number of days homes are 
on the market, on average, declined from 
36 days in 2017 to 32 last year, and 
remained constant at 32 days over the past 
12 months. The number of homes sold 
dropped from 152 in 2018 to 130 in the 
past 12 months. The number of closed 
sales was down 44% in October 2019, 
compared to October 2018.

150,000 pounds of dog waste produced 
throughout the city every day! 

Pet waste is a subject everyone likes to 
avoid, but it is more than smelly and 
unsightly -- it is a health risk to pets and 
people, especially children. When it rains, 
pet waste left on trails, sidewalks and 
grassy areas can wash into the nearest 
waterway. Even if you cant see signs of 
water near you, the feces washes into 
storm drains and then travels to your 
neighborhood creek or lake untreated. Like

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Remembering Charlie Munson, an Anchor of the 


Allandale Community 
John E. Byers, McCallum grad and dad 


B October, Coach Charles E. Munson, 
an Allandale resident for 65 years, passed 
away peacefully, of natural causes, at 95 
years old. Charlie was born in the small 
community of Kimbro, Texas, near Manor 
on October 28, 1923. His family moved to 
Round Rock where he met Dorothy Walsh 
in the first grade. After a “19-year court- 
ship,” he and “Dot” tied the knot and were 
married for 70 years. Dot was a popular 
teacher for AISD with stints at both Gul- 
lett and Lamar. She passed away in 2018. 

Charlie was a standout three-sport ath- 
lete at the old Austin High School. He 
went on to be a strong outfielder, who 
helped lead U.T. to its first NCAA Mens 
Baseball National Championship in 1949. 
He earned six varsity letters at Texas -- 
three each in football and baseball. 

In 1943, his U.T. schooling and athletic 
career were disrupted by World War II for 
three years. Munson enlisted in the Army 
Air Force and was a cargo plane pilot in the 
Pacific theatre at age 20. After the war, he 
re-enrolled at U.T. He was McCallum’s first

Land Development Code - Increased Density Benefits

| ve lived in the Allandale area for the past 
35 years. I dont want to live anywhere 
else in this city, and I dont want the neigh- 
borhood to be “ruined.” What do I mean 
by ruined? I honestly dont know. 

What I do know is that this city can’t 
continue following its status quo. There is 
too much sprawl, too many cars, too little 
good public transport, too many people 
who cant afford a home... could go on. 

Austin’s Land Development Code hasn’t 
been updated in about 35 years. The LDC 
sets the standards for how our land is 
developed: the zoning of each lot, what 
can be built in each zoning type, and con- 
struction standards. It shapes how our city 
changes and grows. 

There is a lot of information flying 
around this city right now about the cur- 
rent draft of the LDC (called CodeNext by 


some) and much of it is true, but some of 


it is not. As someone who lives in/loves 
Allandale and also works as an architectur- 
al designer, I wanted to share some of the 
facts: 

None of the residential (R) zones man- 
date that a single-family house be replaced 
with multiple units. 

Lots zoned R4 are only allowed eight 
units if at least one is affordable (or a fee is 
paid to allow affordable housing to be 
built elsewhere). 

The maximum height is 35 feet in all 
residential (R) zones; this is unchanged. 
R4 is allowed a maximum height of 45 
feet with the affordable housing bonus. 
RM1 has a maximum 40-foot height (40 
feet is typically three stories, by today’s 
standards) 

Of the six new R zones, the allowable 
amount of impervious cover (concrete, 
etc.) remains unchanged (45% total) in 


R3, goes up by 5% in R1, and goes up by 
20% in R2 zones (which encourage small- 
er houses on smaller than average lots). 
When the new LDC passes, change 
wont happen immediately (this would 
require all of us to sell/redevelop our prop- 
erties), but rather in an incremental man- 
ner, as it does now. No one will ever agree 
on everything; we wont all love every new 
house that is built, but I hope we will all 
enjoy our neighborhood and the benefits 
of increased density (good public trans- 
port, more affordable housing) in the 
future.

`ve been asked this question before at a 
dinner party. According to Google, 
“printmaking originated in China after 
paper was invented around AD 105. 
Relief printing appeared in Europe in the 
15th Century, when the process of paper- 
making was imported from the East.” 
Desktop printers and what folks refer 
to as "art prints” have helped dilute the 
term printmaking, so I get that it can be 
confusing. Printmaking refers to wood- 
cuts, etchings, lithographs, screen prints, 
linocuts (remember these from middle 
school?), plus a slew of other types and 
variations. Printmakers consider these 
works to be original prints, as opposed to 
digital reproductions. Though printmak- 
ing is usually about making multiples—to 
confuse things there is a printmaking 
technique that only makes one print—the 
artist’s hand is involved in every one. 
Printmaking is a technical art form 
that’s harder to understand than painting, 
but since it’s so cool, it deserves its own 
festival, which I helped found seven years 
ago, called PrintAustin. PrintAustin is a 
non-profit organization that aims to edu- 
cate folks on printmaking while helping 
to promote artists and galleries with the 
same goal. We hold an annual festival 
from January 15 through February 15, 
where participating galleries showcase 
prints, as well as hold workshops, artist 
talks, and art happenings that PrintAustin

helps to promote. We also organize our 
own sponsored events, including Print- 
EXPO, happening January 31 - February 
2 at Blue Genie Big Top, across from 
ACC Highland—not a far drive/bike ride 
from Allandale. We'll have 64 booths

filled with printmaking artists from all 
over—mostly regional, but we have about 
a dozen coming from out of state. On 
Friday, January 31, we have the Print- 
maker’s Ball (7:00 - 10:00 p.m.), a whim- 
sical masquerade (a creative cocktail with 
mask), and a preview party with beats, 
cocktails, and live demos (suggested 
donation). Saturday and Sunday (11:00 
a.m. - 5:00 p.m./11:00 a.m. - 3:00 p.m.) 
are free, and there’s a steamroller printing 
event on Saturday from noon to 4:00 
p.m. that's an absolute spectacle and fun 
thing for adults and kids.
